Journal denounced the acts of the strikers, 
dem anded th at tiie U nion News C om pany 
should no t deliver any of the papers o f the 
Journal. Mr. H oxie then notiiicd the News 
Com pany th at no other papers should be 
carried if it did not deliver tiie Journal as 
usual. 
The News Com pany therefore de­ 
cided to pay no attention to th e order of 
the K nights. 
M r. Gould said that the

m uch effect on the people, especially the 
people of the Southw est, and he did not 
seem at all disturbed.” 


DAY OF EXCITEMENT IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 
St. Loots, A pril 7th.—A large crowd of 
strikers, num bering about 1,000, form ed in 
East St. Lonis this m orning, and m arched 
to the Ohio and M ississippi depot, w here 
they com pelled the platform m en at work 
to q u it and join their ranks. 
T hey then 
advanced upon th e V andalia vards,' wtiere 
the sam e scene was enacted.’ From that 
puint th ey m arched to the B urlington yard 
and forced all the em ployes there to leave 
w ith them . 
U p to this tim e the m ob had 
m et w ith n o serious opposition; but when 
the Chicago and A lton yards were reached 
th e crowd found a largo force o f Deputy 
M arshals, arm ed w ith W inchester rifles, 
barring their way. T he officers ordered 
the m ob back, and threatened to tire upon 
them if they advanced.

THE CHINESE MEETINGS AT THE EAST. 


The dispatches recount the raiding of 
several Chinese opium den, in Chicago, 
an<l the disclosure of the fact that one 
woman was poisoned to death in one of 
these pits of iniquity. The people of the 
East have not had the hitter experience 
of California in this evil of the opium 
habit. 
We can wish no ill to our country­ 
men on the A tlantic side, neither can we 
regret that some hideous examples of the 
contamination of Chinese contact arc to be 
found at their threshold. 
The ghastly 
exposures of the horrors of the opium 
joints in Chicago may lie compensated for 
by the conviction that will probably fol­ 
low in the Eastern mind that California 
has not misrepresented, in any degree, this 
terrible evil. 
It is Chinese in its origin; 
i' fostered by Chinese, and hut for the 
Chinese could easily be crushed out. 
It 
is a very easy tiling for the Chicago au­ 
thorities to suppre.-s the few “ joints” in 
that city, and no greater difficulty need be 
experienced in New York or Philadelphia, 
hut in California it is a widely diflerent 
m atter. 
H ere the Chinese are verv nu­ 
merous, and to keep track of all their 
crimes and illegal devices to corrupt i- 
quite beyond the capacity and vigilance of 
our people. 
Contemporaneous with the breaking up 
of the opium dens of Chicago, there is re­ 
ported an attem pt to manufacture sym­ 
pathy for the Chinese. 
This ta!.os the 
form of meetings called at various points 
in the East to express the sense of the [«eo- 
ple regarding, and to protest against out­ 
rages upon the < hiñese. 
I his 1- but thin 
disguise, however. 
The meetings are en­ 
gineered from below the surface l»y pro- 
Cninc.se emissaries. 
Assemblages to pro­ 
test against violence to Mongolian resi­ 
dents could lie called here, and would la- 
just as outsjKikeii as those at the East can 
be. 
The right sentim ent of this people, 
and it is uppermost, opposes and con­ 
demns 
unqualifiedly any violent treat­ 
ment 
of 
the 
Chinese, 
the 
forcible 
driving of them from 
one 
point 
to 
another, or any assaults upon their per­ 
sons or property. 
Thtwe is reason for ( ali- 
fom ians to he sensitive ujion the question 
of these Eastern meetings. They will have 
no voice in them, therefore, no misrepresen­ 
tations or misstatements—and there will be 
many—can lie corrected on the spot. 
The 
mere fact of an opposing sentiment 
in 
California 
to Chinese immigration will 
b- 
magnified 
and 
distorted 
into 
enm ity that goes about red-handed to slay. 
Tiie actions of hoodlums here and there 
on the coast—and which are not so fre­ 
quent or atrocious as distinguishes marked 
lawlessness on the Atlantic side—will lie 
held up to Eastern view as representative 
of the conduct of this people toward the 
Chinese, and there will he no one to give 
-‘L- Re on the >pot, as there should I.e. 
>\ e have the «insolation of knowing that 
time will justify this people, but it will 
require 
patience—and 
we 
have been 
very patient, and will continue to be. 
We 
very much doubt if the older communities 
o. the East would iiave borne, as has Cair- 
f-rnia. for over thirty years the ills of 
t ic t hir.ese invasion with less of m urm ur­ 
ing or as few outbreaks of passion. 
No 
question can lie agitated as has lieen the 
Chinese issue and not l>e made the vantage- 
ground (or some lawlessness on the part of 
men inflamed by passion or actuated by 
bratal instincts. 
More sickening outrages 
have leen (xtrpetrated in the midst of the 
civilization ot 
the East than against 
aliens on this coast. 
The Chinese have 
beaten, tortured and butchered each other 
here, maintained secret tribunals, defied 
the laws, conspired to enslave human 
beings, bought and sold their own flesh 
a id blood, made life a m atter of assassin’s 
barter and truth the shuttlecock of per­ 
jury, and yet no protesting meetings have 
b -en called by the sentim entalists of 
the 
East, while California 
history 
is 
dotted 
all 
over 
with 
records 
of 
public 
protests. 
But 
what can 
be 
done by Californians in the premises ? 
Nothing hut to continue to be p atient; to 
adhere to the laws; to frown down vio­ 
lence in any form ; to see to it that the 
Chinese have the full protection of the 


Restriction Act shall be faithfully execu­ 
ted. 
Any other assumption would do vio­ 
lence to ordinary justice, and assail his in­ 
tegrity. 
AVe have questioned his loyalty 
to bis platform pledge on the Chinese issue 
so far as it relates to further and needed 
legislation oil the subject. 
II is prior mes­ 
sage we have believed, and still bold, is 
evasive of that pledge, and does not war­ 
rant the belief that be is particularly solic­ 
itous for the reformation of the present 
treaties with China, or the repair and 
strengthening of the present Restriction 
Act. 
If this is a correct conclusion, he and 
bis party must answer to the people, and 
j abide the result. 
But in the present case, 
it is clear that wliat he claims is justified 
by the weakness of the Act we now have. 
Certain exempted classes are entitled to 
enter- Under the A ct the method for th eir 
identification is not provided when they— 
still being Chinese subjects—hail from 


jiorts at which there is no competent 
authority to issue the necessary certificate. 
13» is, he claims, works a hardship, ami 
practically flies in the face of treaty 
obligations. 
A remedy he asks Congress 
to provide, but he suggests none. If then, 
in answer to this message, any further 
legislation is attem pted, it should lie so 
clear and unmistakable that he who runs 
may read. 
AVe want no more loopholes 
punched in the Act. 
It is very like a 
sieve as it is. 
The transit orders, for 
which its lameness was made exensative, 
worked badly. 
The Chinese, who are as 
unscrupulous a lot as can he drummed to­ 
gether on earth, used these orders to evade 
and violate the law and unlawfully enter 
and.rem ain in the country. 
The mere 
m atter of an oath or declaration of inten­ 
tion never stands in their way. 
The end 
to iic accomplished invariably justifies the 
means they may see fit to employ to gain 
a foothold here. 
They arc feeders upon 
civilizations other than their own. They 
are pioneers in progress in no sense what­ 
ever. 
They never break the way, or tread 
paths not already beaten for them. 
Con­ 
gress cannot, therefore, hedge about the 
methods of giving the exempted or any 
other classes their rights under the treaty 
too jealously, or set up safeguards too 
stringent. 
The treaty obligations must, of 
course, be observed. 
AVe cannot a fiord to 
ignore them by refusing to provide for 
their faithful execution whenever thcv 
exist. 
But we have the right to require 
such proofs of the integrity and identity 
of exempt applicants for admission 
shall lie deemed sufficient by us. 
AVe are 
not bound to set up methods to please the 
fancy of the Chinese M inister, nor accept 
his standard of what constitutes right 
action.

On motion of Mr. Steinman, the report 
was adopted unanimously. 
George Ohleyer, of Ytiba City, Secretary 
of the Anti-Debris Committee, appeared 
before the Board and made a verv en­ 
couraging report as to his experience dur­ 
ing his recent visit to Washington, I).

l>r. Clunes»' Lecture Last Night to a 
C row ded H o u s e — Presentations. 
The hall of the Museum Association was 
crowded last night, and the lecture com­ 
mitteemen were put to their wits end to 
provide seats for auditors. Many could not 
get into the room, and a large number 
stood all the evening. The large attend­ 
ance was due to the interest felt in Dr. W . 
U. Cluness’ lecture and narrative on his 
trip to Alaska. Vice-President Ray pre­ 
sided, and in catling to order outlined the 
scheme of the Association, what it was 
striving to do for the good of the com­ 
munity, and appealed for members, as 
workers are needed to build up a museum, 
and in which work there is profit aud 
pleasure to all concerned. He then intro­ 
duced Dr. Cluness, who partly by reading 
from MS., and partly by recital, gave 
a thoroughly interesting account of a sum­ 
mer trip to Alaska. He held his audience 
easily, though the lecture and narrative 
were long, but not a whit too long. The 
profound interest manifest was the highest 
commendation that could be given of the 
lecture. It was the story of an observant 
man, careful of bis expressions, evidently 
solicitous not to over-color, and yet who 
found it difficult to describe the grandeurs 
of scenery and the wonders of a strange 
land as he desired to do. The chief points 
of interest—no synopsis being attempted— 
were the description of the waterway along 
the coast and between islands and 
shores, from Port Townsend to Sitka— 
a perfect panorama of unfolding beauty ; 
the approach to Sitka ; the labors of the 
pioneer philanthropist, Dnncan, among 
the Indians ; the glacier fields ; the har­ 
bor of Sitka, strangely resembling the bay 
of Naples ; the w hites and Indians of 
Sitku : the totem poles of the natives ; the 
“ Muir Glacier" and the indescribable 
grandeur of a view he obtained when an 
enormous mass ol ice was precipitated into 
the sea, hvndieds of feet in bight and thou­ 
sands of feet long. At the conclusion of 
the lecture, Dr. Pyburn, with prefatory re­ 
marks, moved a vote of thanks to the 
speaker, and they were voted by the mem­ 
bership. which, with the visitors, had been 
entertained and instructed, and on many 
matters, probably, disabused of laise im­ 
pressions concerning the climate, topo­ 
graphy, extent, shore-line and general 
characteristics of A luska. 
After the lecture the Museum Associa­ 
tion held its meeting. G. M. Mott and 1’. 
E. Plait were proposed as members. 
Dr. Cluness' name was submitted for 
life membership; Miss Mary Anderson’s, 
as a patron and for a life membership do­ 
nation, and all were referred to the Di­ 
rectory. By Mr. and Mrs. David Johnson 
the Association was presented with a large 
and valuable collection of California birds, 
properly prepared for scientific preserva­ 
tion. They were collected by George 
Walter Johnson, their son, recently de­ 
ceased, and who was a member of the As­ 
sociation. Mrs. Charleville presented a 
South Sea Island rug; John Douglass, two 
specimens of moss agate and an ancient 
German book. Dr. Pyburn presented nine 
additional botanical specimens to the val­ 
uable herbarium—Ranunculus Californi- 
cus; Nemophila iusignis ; Platystemon 
Californicus ; Orthocarpus eriamhus; Miui- 
ulus tricolor. The same gentleman also 
exhibited under t,vvo tine microscopes 
slides with human muscle taken from one 
who died of trichina* spiralus. The trichi­ 
na; was plainly to be seen and easy of ex­ 
amination. The Association resolved to 
meet next \\ ednesday night to consider 
the one subject, “ the Museum work.” It 
fixed April 28th for its next lecture, and 
then adjourned. 


State Library Deputy. 
The Oakland Tribune thus refers to the 
new appointee to deputysliip in the office 
of State Librarian: 
“ Frank C. Jordan, who for the last five 
years has been in the office of his brother- 
in-law, Hon. Henry Vrooman, leaves to­ 
day for Sacramento, to take a position as 
deputy in the State Library. He has been 
appointed to this position by the State 
Librarian, T. II. Wallis, for the term of 
four years, ending April 6. 1890. It will 
be remembered that at the last regular ses­ 
sion of the Legislature five trustees were 
chosen who were favorable to the re­ 
election of Mr. Wallis, and by these trus­ 
tees he was re-elected for the term of 
four years, from April 6, 1886. The ap­ 
pointment ot Mr. Jordan to a deputyship 
is a graceful compliment by Mr. Wallis in 
recognition of the hearty aud [unanimous 
support given him in 'the caucus by the 
Republican delegation from Alameda coun­ 
ty. It goes without saying that in the per­ 
son of Air. Jordan the compliment has been 
most worthily bestowed, and meets the 
most cordial indorsement of all parties. 
Frank is one of Oakland’s representative 
young men, and it wiil be no discredit to 
this city to have him at the Capital asa 
type of the new generation of Oaklanders. 
Frank by name and frank by nature, oblig­ 
ing, genial and uniformly courteous ; well- 
informed, industrious and steady, lie will 
he an important addition to the very ef­ 
ficient corps of officials who for four years 
are to manage our State Library.”

Mr. Jordan was in Sacramento during 
the last two sessions of the Legislature, 
connected with clerical work in the Senate, 
anil won a host of warm friends. They 
are gratified at his recent appointment. 
Mr. Jordan will bring his family to this 
city in a few weeks for permanent settle­ 
ment. 


Sergeant Harwich*» R eport. 
The rainfall yesterday was .22 of an inch, 
making .59 of an inch for the storm, .89 of 
an inch for the month, 11.81 inches for the 
year. The rainfall for the season up to 
January 1st was 17.20 inches, added to 
11.81 inches that have been precipitated 
since January 1st, gives a total of 29.01 
inches of rainfall for the season, being .3.78 
inches less than the last wet season, that of 
1867-8—32.79 inches. The barometer at 
noon yesterday was slowly rising along the 
Pacific coast, witli northwesterly winds 
prevailing. A slowly-rising barometer 
(meteorologically speaking) is usually ac­ 
companied and followed by settled weather. 
The rainfall for the storm'just ended, up to 
7 o’clock last night, at each California Sig­ 
nal station was ; Red Blufi’, .08 of an inch ; 
Sacramento, .59 of an inch ; San Francisco! 
.73 of an inch; Keeler, a sprinkle; San 
Luis Obispo, 1.35 inches; Los Angeles, 1.10 
inches, and San Diego, .32 of an inch. ’ The 
barometer at 7 o’clock last night was slowly 
rising from Tatoosh to San Diego, with 
westerly winds, and weather generally 
clear.

THE NATOMA SCHOOL MATTER. 
L etter F rom Superintendent Rlshop in 
Justification of Hi» Course. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : W ell knowing your 
readiness to see that no injustice is done to 
any one in the columns of the R ecord- 
U nion, I beg leave to reply to an anony­ 
mous communication which apjieared in 
the R ecord-U nion during my absence from 
the city, on the 13th ult.. signed “ Tax­ 
payer. 
The writer says: “ Mr. Bishop, 
therefore, without anv investigation of the 
matter whatever, reinstated her. 
Mr. 
Bishop's action is considered by the peo­ 
ple here generally to be wholly unjustifi­ 
able and in excess of his authority. We 
would like to know why we elect "School 
Trustees, if not for the purpose of having 
them manage our school affairs to the satis^ 
faction of a majority of the taxpayers?” 
To the first assertion I replv, to draw it 
mildly, “ Taxpayer” is mistaken. I took 
occasion to refer the matter to the District 
Attorney of this county, who is my legal 
adviser, who gave it as liis opinion that 
Mrs. F. Jones had a written contract witii 
the Trustees of Natoma District for an 
eight months’ school. 1 would respect­ 
fully refer “ Taxpayer” to Section 169s of 
California school law, which reads as fol­ 
lows: “ In case of the dismissal of any 
teacher before the expiration of any writ­ 
ten contract entered into between such 
teacher and Board of Trustees for alleged 
unfitness, or incompetoncy, or violation of 
rules, the teacher may appeal to the School 
Superintendent, and if the Superintendent 
decides that the remyval was made with­ 
out good cause, the teacher so removed 
must be reinstated.” 
I would also respectfully refer “ Tax­ 
payer." and citizens generally who think 1 
have overstepped my authority, to my let­ 
ter of instructions to the Trustees ot Na­ 
toma District (a copy of which is on file in 
my office), and which reads as follows 
(aftergiving the reasons for my course): 
“ Now, therefore, by the authority con­ 
ferred upon ine by Section 1698. California 
school law. I authorize and instruct the 
Trustees of Natoma District to reinstate 
Mrs. F. Jones to the position of teacher in 
Natoma District, unless cause is shown 
why you should not, on or before March 
29, 1886, and to sustain her in that position 
until she has completed an eight months' 
term of teaching in Natoma District: said 
restoration to take effect on or before March 
29, 1886.” 
One of the Board of Trustees came and 
stated their reasons for their course oi ac­ 
tion, and in my best judgment no charges 
ot incompetency or unfitness for teaching 
were alleged that would justify any oue in 
breaking a contract, if “ Taxpayer " thinks 
so. let him give the public his reasons. 
In view of the foregoing, will “ Tax­ 
payer” please point out wherein I have not 
investigated the matter properly? Wherein 
I have exceeded my authority ? In regard 
to “ Taxpayer’s ” query, “ Why we elect 
School Trustees, if not for the purpose of 
managing our schools?” I would reply 
that no one disputes that proposition. No 
one has sought to deny them that preroga­ 
tive. All that is required of them is to ful­ 
fill their contracts and obey the law. Re­

I hope Lida 
will die before you. Tell her not to cry for her 
unhappy mother. Oh, if I had only died years 
ago. 1 thought 1 could die in Napa, my head 
was so bail. You will not have a poor blind 
woman to lead about any more*.

The Discourteous T reatm ent of the Chi­ 
nese M inister. 
W ashington, April 7th. — The Star to­ 
night says : No information lias been re­ 
ceived at the D epartm ent ot State or Treas­ 
ury D epartm ent regarding the reported 
incivilities shown by the Collector of Cus­ 
toms at San Francisco towards the Chinese 
M inister upon his arrival. It is stated at 
the State Departm ent that the story is not 
credited, lor special instructions were sent 
to tlie Collector hv the Treasury Depart­ 
m ent, at the request of the Suite Depart­ 
ment, to show the M inister all the courte­ 
sies possible upon his arrival. 
The 
exam ination of his credentials, it is 
thought, was for other purpose than to 
obtain information regarding the attaches, 
etc., a custom in ail foreign countries. 
FORMAL CO34PL.VINT TO THE SECilBTARi OF 
STATE. 
W ashington, April 7th.—The Chinese 
M inister at W ashington has made a formal 
com plaint to the Secretary of State in re­ 
gard to the treatm ent of his successor at 
ban Francisco at the hands of the United 
States custom officers. lie bases bis action 
on information received front the Chinese 
Consul-General at ban Francisco, who, it is 
understood, alleges that the new Minister 
and his suite were subjected to unusual and 
unnecessary annoyances and discourtesies 
on their arrival at thut port. T he Secretary 
of State referred tlio m atter to the'acting 
Secretary of the Treasury, who this after­ 
noon telegraphed to the Collector of Cus­ 
tom s at San Francisco for a statem ent of 
the conuuct of his officers in the matter. 
Some surprise is expressed at the Treasury 
D epartm ent that the landing of the Minis­ 
ter should have been attended by any de­ 
lay nr embarrassment, in view of die fact 
that the Collector at San Francisco had 
been specially instructed to extend to him 
the li.-uul courtesies due to a representative 
of a foreign Government—such as allowing 
the tree entry of his baggage and effect?, 
and affording facilities for his uninterrupted 
transit to W ashington, or wherever else he 
desired to go. The following is the letter 
of the Chinese M inister to the Secretary of 
State: 
Referring to j our note of the 23d ult., inform­ 
ing me iii.it all necessary instructions were 
isi-ncd to the Collector ol Customs at San Fran­ 
cisco *'to attend to j'our iiayj successor, Mr. 
Chang Yin lion and'suite, upon their arrival 
there, every proper courtesy and attention due 
to the diplomatic representative of a foreign 
Government.” I have the honor to state that I 
have just received from the Chinese CodsuI- 
Gencral at Nan Francisco the following tele­ 
gram : “ Minister Chang and suite have arrived. 
Idle Collector demanded the presentation of cre­ 
dentials before allowing them to land. Alter 
considerable detention, the Surveyor permitted 
them to land.” Accept, sir, the renewed assur­ 
ances of iny highest consideration. 
C h e n g T s ao J i ' 
Correspondence on the Chinese Question. 
W ashington, April 7th. — th e corre­ 
spondence accompanying the President’s 
message on the Chinese question is very 
brief. On March 9tli the Chinese Minister, 
in a letter to Secretary Bayard, after citing 
the so-called hardships of Chinese persons 
of the exempted class desiring to come to 
the United States from countries other lb an 
China, suggested that the Treasury circular 
of duly 111, 1ns5, tie revoked, leaving the 
old circular of January 1-t. 1Sn>, providing 
that the American Consul at port- when 
there is no Chinese Consul m ight issue 
certificates. In the event this was not 
done, the Chinese M inister suggested thut 
circulars be issued, providing that when 
Chinese persons of the exempted class, de­ 
siring to come to the United States from 
countries other than China, and where 
there is no Chinese officer, may do so o n 
the production of a certificate correspond­ 
ing to that required by Section (i of the 
Act of July ">', lssi, to he issued after ascer­ 
taining the facts by the <’hiñese diplomatic 
or consular officer stationed at the place 
nearest to the country from which such 
Chinese may come, the certificate to be 
countersigned by the nearest United States 
consular officer. March ”4th the M inister 
called Secretary Bayard’s attention to the 
cases of Lay Sang, partner in the firm of 
King I.ec Á Co., of San Francisco, ami 
Chew Sing, a teacher, who were refused 
permission to land. This action, he claims, 
was in contravention of the treaty stipula­ 
tions. 
On March 30th the Secretary 
of State answered both 
letters, call­ 
ing attention 
to the ambiguity of 
the 
Act 
of July 
5, 
1884, ' and 
prom ising that the whole m atter should be 
referred to Congress. In this letter Bayard 
says : “ Your note of March ifth, instant, 
recommends tiiat the original provision of 
the circular of January 14, 1885, be re­ 
stored. I atu constrained to reply that the 
reasons which led to to its abandonm ent 
are conclusive against its renewal. The 
adm itted ambiguity and casus omissions of 
the Act of Congress cannot properly be 
remedied by executive expedients in the 
absence of any possible certificate conform­ 
ing to the requirements of the statute. The 
evidence in the omitted eases belongs to 
the class known as parol statute, is obscure 
and defective as to the competency of 
agents of the Treasury Department to con­ 
sider and act upon parole evidence, and or­ 
dinarily such evidence is for judicial Courts 
to weigli and determine, i will recommend 
to the acting Secretary of the Treasury that 
in such cases as these on which vour pres­ 
ent complaint rests, the customs ‘officers at 
the port of landing be instructed not 
merely to interpose no obstacle to, but to 
facilitate the determination by the Courts 
of the treaty rights of the individuals con­ 
cern ed.” 
Collectors and Clónese Im m igration. 
W ashington, April 7 th —The Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury has instructed 
the Collector of Customs at l’ort Townsend, 
W . T., in cases where Chinese subjects 
claim ing to he merchants, teachers, stu­ 
dents and others of the classes excepted 
from the restrictive provisions of the Chi­ 
nese Im migration Act, arrive at that port 
from places in countries other than China 
where there are no representatives of the 
Chinese Government, he (the Collector) is 
to facilitate the determination by the 
Courts of the treaty rights of the im m igra­ 
tion in question, and is not to send back 
w ithout judicial exam ination any of them , 
unless there is positive evidence that thev 
are of the prohibited class. 
Tlio Silver Question. 
W ashington, April 7th.—W hile the sil­ 
ver discussion has be n rapidly petering 
out in the House a good deal of interest 
seems to be felt in the question abroad, 
judging from reports from the headquarters 
of the National Bimetallic Coinage Asso­ 
ciation here. The secrelary of the associa­ 
tion Says : “ The num ber of speeches and 
nai») | »h it s. i miV6 sent out iroiu bere since 
last December is simply enormous. There 
is a great demand for silver literature. 
Most of it goes to Eastern and Middle 
State-. You would l>e surprised at the in­ 
terest still felt in Beck's speech. I sent 
out 80,000 copies of it. and the demand 
continues. His was the first im portant 
sliver speech of the session, and he is not 
from a silver State. There is not the 
slightest chance of any legislation inim ical 
to silver going through at this or any other 
session. I have no doubt the Bland free- 
coinage bill will pass the House, and there 
is a good chance of it going through the 
Senate.” 
Unanimously Elected President. 
V ashinuton, April 7th.—Senor Peralta, 
the Costa Rican M inister, has just received 
a cable dispatch from the Secretary of State 
Oi t OM.t Rica, announcing the unanim ous 
ct.f.G a of General Jon Bernardo Soto as 
President of Costa Rica.

The New Clónese .Minister Com pelled to 
• 
Show His Papers. 
_ [-an ,rraneisco Post, April 7th.]. 
His Excellency Chang Chan CiiU, Chi­ 
nese Embassador to this country, en route 
to W ashington, accompanied by a suite of 
nineteen persons, arrived in this port yes­ 
terday. His experience with customs offi­ 
cers will not give him an improved opinion 
of America’s customs or iicr representa­ 
tives. Surveyor Tinnin does not proposi­ 
to allow any citizen of the Flowery K ing­ 
dom to enter this port unless he is entitled 
so to do. Therefore, when the Chines” 
Minister started to com edow n the gang­ 
plank, followed by his gorgeousiy-attired 
suite, an ordinary United .Mates Inspector 
of Customs very quietly informed the gen­ 
tlem an that he or liio party could not land 
w ithout showing the proper documents. 
” This is outrageous,” growled Vice-Con­ 
sul Bee, angrily; “ iliis is the Chinese M in­ 
ister—let him pass.” 
” Can’t do it, unless I have som ething to 
show for 
doing,” replied Surveyor Tin- 
nit.. 
The party w ent hack to the ship, and t1 e 
M inister’s lackeys brought forth a passport 
from tiie Emperor of China, directed to 
(’resident Cleveland, setting forth that 
Chang Chan Chti was accredited to this 
country to c inter with our Government re­ 
garding the present status of the Chinese 
question. 
The Surveyor politely informed theaston- 
ished an-1 aristocratic celestial that the Cus 
toms officers m ust have som ething to show 
that the party had been properly admitted 
to this port. The attaches of the Chinese 
Consulate of this city and the leading Chi­ 
nese merchants were on the wharf and fairly 
boiled over with indignation at ti..- ancied 
insult offered their distinguished country­ 
man : but it \v:,s no use, for furvi yor Tin- 
nin was boss ot tHe siiuatkn. Mr. Chang 
remarked that this was only another proof 
of the barbaric propensity of Americans in 
general, and wanted to know what he could 
do to satisfy the presumptions United States 
official. After a long discussion, a certified 
copy of the passport was made and deliv­ 
ered to the Surveyor, after which Mr. Chang 
and his suit were allowed to land. The 
Embassador was kept on the ship two 
hours before the trouble was settled. All 
the Chinese flags in the city were unfurled 
to the storm in honor of his arrival.
